CHINESE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


“A Protest.to Congress. 

In the Chincto Immigration Act which 
has just been passed -by,the Philippine 
Commission, we think (ays the Manila 
Times) the Chinesa merchants of the city 
have. good’ ground for complaint. It ia 
certain that if 2 similar Jaw wero’ passed 
compolling al! Americana and Europeans 
to employ ‘nono but Fifipinos in’ thoir 
business general indignation would ‘be 
urouscd and a demand made for the repeat 
or modification of tho enactment. And 
with the Chinose merchants the necessity 
of having clorks of their own nationality in 
much strongor than with othor peoples. 
Thoy oro essontially a peculiar peopte ; 


“their customs, religion, and private life aco |’ 


markedly different from’ those of other 
nations ; and as thoy are used in most ins- 
tances to make their clorke ynembors of tho 
houschold or family, it can be acen what.a 
violent, radical, and distasteful departure 
will bo thrust-upon then if the present law 
is maintained and enforced. 

As 4 general thing wo aro inclined to 
sympathize with tho Chineso in thesu 
islands in their efforts to secure a livolihned 
in the faco of unfair discriminations by 
means of logal enactments. Thoy con- 
tribute much to the welfare of tho comi- 
munity and the prosperity of the country, 
and it would scem that wo ought .to 
encourage rather than discourage them 
in the operation of their business, 

It was only recently that our homo 
government undertook to protest against 

_ the discrimination against the Jews in 
Rouznania, 

Tn favo of such an attitude we think 
the present protest should reccive kindly 
consideration. .

YELLOW FEVER. 


Danger of Introduction into 
Hongkong. 


At the Epidumiological Society on Feb, 
Sith, Dr Patrick Mandon, C.dLG., F. RS, 
LL.D., read a paper on the danger of in- 
treducing yollow fever tu the Asiatic coun- 
trics on the Pacific littoral, when the Cen- 
tral’ American Canal permits of direct 
steamship trate between the West Indies 
and the Asiatic continent.
